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Belleville City Council criticizes

Plante Moran is highly regarded as a 
financial consultant, but the work it is 
turning out for the City of Belleville is not 
detailed enough. 

At its July 5 meeting, after a lengthy 
discussion on the shortfalls of the Plante 
Moran employee doing the financial 
work for the city, the Belleville City 
Council agreed to defer requested budget 
amendments for the fiscal year ending June 
30, 2016 until the next meeting on July 
n 

Kelly Howey, the Plante Moran employee 
doing the financial work for the ci 
was not present, but she will be advised 
о attend the July 18 meeting and bring 
a complete line item review and more 
complete amendments, 

The amendments had been on the 
agenda of the June 20 council meeting, 
but they were tabled because Howey and 
her supervisor were both on vacation and 
the council needed a full accounting of 


revenues for the discussion. 

City Manager Diana Kollmeyer said on. 
June 30 she had a "major conversation" 
ith Howey on ways the handling of the 
budget needed to improve. 

"The answers I'm getting are that there. 
are always adjustments at the end of the 
year, always allocation changes, changes 
о FICA;" City Manager Kollmeyer said. 

Because the amendments were not 
approved by the end of the fiscal year, 
“This will be a footnote in our audit, 
Kollmeyer said. 

T'm not comfortable with voting on this 
and I'm not comfortable with letti 
by the wayside,” Mayor Kerreen Conley 
said. "I want to see amended line items.” 

1 told them this is not acceptable,” 
Kollmeyer said. 

Councilwoman Kim Tindall said the city 
charter specifically states that the council 
will be presented with quarterly reports, 
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which itis not getting 
“The issues have been rectified,”

VBT Planners ask 
developer to put in 
sidewalk on MDOT site

There was a lot of discussion at the 
June 22 meeting of the Van Buren 
‘Township Planning Commission over the 
final site plan for the new drive-through 
restaurant, filling station and convenience 
store planned for the northeast comer of 
Michigan Avenue and Denton Road. 
‘The final site plan was finally approved, 
but it wasn’t easy 
The actual comer has a small piece 
of property owned by the Michigan 
Department of Transportation and the 
township's planning consultant wanted 
the developer to build his sidewalk along. 
Michigan Avenue on the MDOT property. 
The sidewalk originally had been along 
Michigan Avenue, but after comments from 
Wayne County, the developer relocated 
it east onto the Willow Creek parcel and 
about 65 feet from the public right of way 
‘We have a problem putting the sidewalks 
through that [MDOT property]." said Tom 
Demond of Boss Engineering, spokesman 
for the developer, Denton Partners, LLC. 
‘We feel it's not our property. Requiring 
someone to do upgrades to someone else's 
property isn't legal, We ask the township to

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VBT Fire Department upgraded to 
offer Basic Life Support services 


On July 12 the Van Buren Public 
Department was notified by the State of 
Michigan’s Department of Health and 
Human Services that it had approved the 
fire department's request to upgrade its Life 
Support Agency License, 

As of July 12 the department has upgraded 
is Duty Crew vehicles from Medical First 
Response to Basic Life Support (BLS) No 
Transport. The fire department received 
is primary approval from its local medical 
control authority -Health Emergency Medical 
Services, Inc. (HEMS) — which oversees the 
nergeney medical services for more than 
60 agencies, including fire departments 
private ambulance companies, air helicopter 
services, and hospitals that cover portions of 
Wayne, Oakland, and Washtenaw Counties. 

After the local medical control authority 
signed off on the upgrade the fire department 
faced a thorough half-day state inspection 
where they reviewed the department's policies 
and procedures, individual certification and 
raining records of its personnel, equipment 
placement, mutual aid agreements, and 
Department of Transportation inspection 
records 

AIL four basic life support rigs — Squad 1 
Squad 2, Engine 1, and Engine 2 — will have 
direct radio communication capabilities with 
HEMS and the medical control hospital — 
Beaumont Wayne — in the event they need 
о speak with an emergency medical doctor 
while atthe patient's side, 

"Those needing medical attention in Van 
Buren Township may not notice much of a 
change because the trucks and the firefighters 
responding to their medical emergencies will 
look the same as before and we will continue 
our excellent partnership with Huron Valley 
Advanced Life Support 
transport and care,” said Deputy Director of 
Public Safety — Fire Services Dan Besson. 

“However what this upgrade allows our 
freighters that are licensed as Emergency 
Medical Technicians (EMT) or Paramedics 
io do, when arriving before an ambulance 
ito assess a patienr's blood sugar level and 
administer oral glucose to help temporarily 
reverse that, if applicable. 

"Before the upgrade we were limited 
how we could access a patient's blood sugar 
and, in the case of low blood sugar, what we 
could do to try and reverse it. A patient with 
low blood sugar can have lots of different. 
symptoms including blurry vision, rapid 
heart rate, headaches, shaking, sweating 
rouble thinking or speaking clearly, and 
sudden mood changes and we would arrive 
и the scene and not be able to be of much 
help because we couldn't rule nor rule out 
low blood sugar 

"The Basie Life Support rigs will also now 
carry epinephrine 
Ihe effects of a severe life- 
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a selFinjector to reverse 
hreatening allergi 
reaction and advanced airway adjuncts 10 
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arrest situation. The BLS rigs will continue to 
сапу Narcan™ used in the cases of suspected 
opiate drug overdoses, as they did as medical 
first response vehicles, he said. 

"This has been a goal of ours for a lor 


time, but first we had to make sure we have 
enough EMTs and Paramedics eligible to 
work the Duty Crew to make the scheduling 
requirements work. Three-quarters of our 
department staff are licensed to the EMT ог 
above and we are excited to be able to offer a 
better service to the community 
“The representatives of the firefighters 

association have been great to work with on 
this project." Besson said. “It is important 
то have them on board because those are the 
ones that will be providing the service to 
the community. We planned for the upgrade 
то take place this year so the equipment, 
licensing fees, and training impacts were 
already budgeted for 

"The new license runs until June of 2017 
and the fire department will have to continue 
fo meet the scheduling, training, and 
reporting requirements of HEMS and the 
ste of Michigan annually. Besson said the 
department plans to add devices to provide 
continuous positive airway pressure (CPAP) 
capabilities for the emergency management 
of Congestive Failure (CHF) in 
September, pending approval by the medical 
control authority.

‘The City of Belleville Fire Department 
also has been working to get the Basic Life 
Support = Non-Transport designation for 
more than a year and now needs only the final 
inspection by the state. 

Tt was delayed by the city council's refusal 
to consider approval, claiming it was a union 
issue. Once the union contract was settled 
this spring, the fire department submitted all 
the paperwork to the county and state. 

The department has all the necessary 
equipment mounted in its vehicles, except 
the epi pens which will be arriving shortly, 
said union president Lt. Brian Blackbur 

‘We are waiting for the state inspection, 
Blackbur said. “VBT had its inspection 
last Thursday. Once that inspection is done 
and we have the license in hand, we will go 
BLS. as well. Ош guess is by the end of the 
month. 

Blackburn said once a departiment gets a 
hard copy of its official 
posted, it can go BLS.

Judge Oakley binds over Anna 
McKenzie for assault with frying pan

34^ District Court Judge Brian A. Oakley 
found probable cause to bind Anna Crystal 
McKenzie, 18, over to circuit court to face 
charges of assault with a dangerous weapon

‘Cooper testified MeKenzie’s two-year-old 
son was talking to her in the kitchen and 
McKenzie came and got him and put him 
оп the couch. Then McKenzie went into the 
kitchen, got a skillet, and hit Cooper in the 
right side of her face as Cooper stood in the 


bathroom, 


“I fell on the sink and hit my head,” Cooper 
testified, adding, "I don't recall too much, 
She said she was in the hospital for three 
Weeks and suffers from a loss of memory 
said she is in treatment three days a week 
McKenzie's court-appointed attorney Wade 
McCann cross-examined Cooper and asked 
her about VBT Officer Patrick Wehrman 
calling her at 2:30 pum. that day saying 
McKenzie called police because Cooper 
threatened to beat her up, or have people 
come over and beat her up. Officer Wehrman 
told her to call police fora civil standby when 


she was ready to come back for her things. 
but she didn't, McCan

Water from all the neighbors just stops in 
my ditch there 

Getting no response, try to make the best 
of it. keep over 250 feet of ditch trimmed 
nicely and at the 10-foot area where the 
water backs up I have had cattails for over 
five years, as did my mother-in-law many 
years before with never a complaint. In 
fact, if the County did their job and cleaned 
ош the plugged culvert I could not grow 
cattails, 

As а Delta Airline pilot, 1 often leave 
the country for a week at a time. During 
my absence over the week of June 101 
apparently got a "Warning" to clean my 
ditch area of grass or weeds. By the time 
1 returned six days later to read the notice 
‘on my door, the cattails had been cut down 
and 1 was sent a $65 fee along with $100 
administration cost, These cattails looked 
nice and all grass and weeds were trimmed 
away with every mowing. 

To be technical, the ordinance reads ай, 
а and noxious weeds.” By definition 
tails are neither of these. 

‘This fee and administration fee should be 
rescinded and until the law reads to include 
cattails or until Lam warned by some other 
‘ordinance concerning ditches І should be 
allowed to grow my cattails.

The Wayne County Zoological Authority was established pursuant to Public Act 49 of 2008 and formed to allow for continuing zoological services for the students, residents and 
visitors of Wayne County.
